A threefold improvement in therapy effectiveness can be achieved using the 
technique. 

The herbal remedy contains the following components (wt.%): bur marigold 
(Bidens) (20-25); knotweed ( Polygonum ) (16-19); pansy (22-28); sweet flag 
(Acorus calamus) rootstock (14-16); dioecious nettle leaves (13-17); birch buds 
(4-6). An infusion made from the dried, crushed ingredients is prescribed for 
daily oral ingestion in dosage appropriate to the age of the child over a period 
of 25-30 days. 

USE/ADVANTAGE - In dermatology, for treating the disorder in children. Skin 
eruptions are cleared and relapse frequency reduced. 

In an example, after 7 days' treatment with the infusion skin eruptions in a 
3-month-old infant began to disappear and its condition normalised. No relapses 
were observed over a 12-month period. 
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
